The trains and train stations seem fairly 
tidy, with squads of broom-pnshefs con- 
stantly about svieeping up the bit.<i al H^mp 
dropped by rushing riders.

The price of any com- 
ittMlity is diMertnined by the 
supply nf and demand for 
that coniTnodity.

a glut. 

Price soars 

Hcrwever, when there ii 
not enough to satisfy ev.^ry- 
one*^ needit, the price shoots 
up. You see this happen at 
auctions — wben 50 people 
want Dt^e bluck of land, the 
price jiiit skyrofkebL Prior 
ID this boom, wh<!n the world 
sugar price reached a record 
of mare than £100 stg. a 
ton, our sugar Lndustry had 
Ijeen fairly Lmstahle. 

But now 1 think our pro- 
ducers have realised what a 
wonderful pasidon they are 
in. All are planning for big 
increases in acreage, a Sugar 
luduttry Inquiry Com- 
mittee hai been set up, and 
definite export markets are 
hcing found. 

For exatnple^ we have 
TKcnlly entered into a three- 
year CDUtiracl with Japan 
to supply litem with 450,050 
tons of sugar a year. 

It seems, therefore, thai 
the m^r industry is on the 



road to constant growth and 
expansion. All cdmpanies 
engaged in the indu-stry had 
higher profits last year, and 
I think one ran etpett them 
to go onwards and upwards. 

The biggest Australian 
sugar company is die 
CiolooLal Siugar Refining

about 250,000 tons. 

As «veil as this, the com- 
pany is a leading supplier to 
the building industry, pro- 
during Caneile, Titnbrock, 
Xfasonite., Pyneboard, Vinyl- 
flex floor tiles, and vartuui 
other products. You will re- 
rt\ember from my discussion 
of (he buUding industry 
that die outlook here is 
"full speed ahead." 

Two booms 

C.S.R. also has extensive 
inlerpsts in the r.hemiral 
industry, manufacturing syn- 
thetic r\ihbei's, plastics, 
materials, aad other teeh- 
nical substances. 

So C-S.ll, is leatV shanog 
in two booms sugar and 
builftiii);. At around 7&/> i 
don't think the shares are 
expensive — not quite lotir 
times llu 20/- par value.

Another sugar company 
which looks tutere^ing is 
Pioneer Sugar Mills Limited. 
Piotiecr, loiluwmg an C.S.R^ 
is the !UTcond-laT^est raw 
sugar producer in Austnilia. 
It operalei rvto mills, Pioneer 
and Inkerman, which ^ther 
dieir cane from growers io 
the Eurdekin district close 
to Townsville. 

in 1962 dieir mills pro- 
ce.-med 972,000 tons of cane 
for a production of 145,000 
timi of sugar, and: in 5963 
had a record of over a 
million tons, for 139,000 tons 
of sugar. 

In addition. Pioneer owns 
a chemical company and 
properties carrying about 
13,000 Kead of eattle, plus 
six tobacco share -farms. 

Net profit tor the year 
ended December 31, 19fi2, 
was a record £423,000, and 
the Chaimtan said recently 
that the l$fi3 prnfit was cti- 
pectisl lo be higher. 

The It)/- shares at around 
63/- are no bargain, and 
yield only 2.5 per cent, on 
the 16 per cent, dividend.
